.5. Power to relax.—Where the Central Govemment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do it 
may by order for reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 

provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6. Saving.—Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, relaxation of age-limit and other concessions required to 
be provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes, Ex-servicemen and other Special Categories of persons in 
accordance with the orders issued by the Central Government from time to time in this regard.

2. The following may also be inserted7added to Territorial Army Rules, 1948 after Rule 19asRule 19A. 

I9A. Post Enrolment Training (PET): Every' member of Infantry Battalions (Territorial Army) (other than officers) 
shall be liable for purpose of undergoing Post Enrolment Training (PET) at affiliated Regimental Centre under the 
orders of the Officer Commanding the Area/TA Group Commander in which the unit is located for a period of eight 
months i.e., 244 days within six months of completion of recruit training under Rule 19 (a) and (b). They shall be 
at par with regular Army personnel during this training period for ail purposes. This training will be in addition to 
Rule 19 (a) and (b) of the Territorial Army Regulations, 1948.
